She swam to Dover from Cap 


Grin Nez, France, on a course of 
at least 22 milea and scrambled 
ashore through sea weed. 


Thousands of persons lined the 


White Cliffs of Dover. Reporters 
asked Miaa Chadwick U she was 
all right. 


"Tes," she said, "but these slip- 


pery, jagged rocks are not so good 
to scramble over after- a -long 
swim. • 


"I feel fine and am quite pre- 


pared tc swim back." 


When she was only a quarter 


Piile out, she had been asked if 
she wanted to rest her legs. 


"No fear," sne answered, laugh- 


Ing. "I'L1 keep going now. It looks 
only another yard or so to the 
finish." 


She actually did not touch dry 


land,- at the end. 


A few feet from the shore line, 


under 
the 
250-foot cliffs, 
she 


clambered Into one of her row 
boats. But no one doubted that 
she had finished her swim and 
made it one of the greatest in the 
history of channel attempts. 


She was not far short—by chan- 


nel swim standards—of the recog- 
nized men's record of 11:05 set by 
Frances Georges Michel in 1926. 


Miss Chadwick was the third 


American woman to make this 
crossing—18 miles as the crow 
flies, but actually much farther In 
swimming distance because of the 
sweep of tides.

New Liberty Street Sewer Is 
Provided For In Contract Let 
By Council at August Meeting 


Borough council, meeting -last night in the Municipal building, 


cleared the way for something to be done about the putrid smell that 
has caused a lot of people to wrinkle up their noses in the vicinity of 
the old mill race. 


The odor comes from a broken mam sewer in Liberty street under 


the mill race bridge. 


The sewer has been in a sari slate of disrepair for many months, 


and the solons have tried repeatedly to interest some firm in taking 
a contract to repair the sewer. However, on several occasions when 
the project was advertised, there-p 
were no bidders; on other occas- 
ions, the bids were far in excess 
of borough engineer estimates for 
the work, and were rejected. 


Coui.cil then wrapped up a big- 


sewer project into one bundle, and 
advertised 'the work as a unit, 
much m the same manner as the 
street paving project is now be- 
ing handled.

RED STRATEGY 


A war-tested Russian policy—accumulation of a huge 


stockpile of arms before embarking on a campaign—seems 
to be paying off for the North Koreans. 


Since Russia generally is supposed to have mapped the 


plans for the attack on the Republic of Korea and to be 
directing it now by remote control, it is assumed that all 
the vital planning of supplies was dictated by Russian 
army experts. 
. During World War II, Russia sometimes exasperated 
her western allies by delaying a needed offensive against 
the Germans for weeks and months. Not until she had 
built up vast supply dumps, far beyond any foreseeable re- 
quirements, would she launch the offensive. 


This practice was applied to Russia's satellite army 


of North Koreans. The jump-off for the invasion was de- 
layed until Red strategists estimated the North Korean 
army had more than enough material for an Asiatic blitz- 
krieg against the poorly equipped South Korean army. 


The ability of the North Koreans to maintain their of- 


fensive at peak intensity now raises a question about an 
earlier assumption that the Reds' war plan was to com- 
plete their conquest before aid could come to the South 
Koreans. They wouldn't have needed to stockpile mount- 
ains of ammunition and hundreds of tanks to beat down 
an opponent armed with only light defensive weapons in- 
tended for internal security. 


It seems now they reckoned with the definite possibil- 


ity the United States would step into the picture. 


The North Korean armament stockpile probably had its 


start when the large Russian army of occupation withdrew 
from North Korea about two years ago in a political move 
to-Hurry the American Occupation Force into pulling out. 
The Russian force apparently left much of it ammunition, 
large quantities of weapons and other equipment for the 
North Korean army which Russia then was starting to 
form, train and equip. 


To this substantial initial stockpile was added vast 


quantities of other materiel from surplus stocks of the Rus- • 
sian military. This build-up probably continued up to the 
moment the Korean war started.

CIVILIAN .PRODUCTION AND THE WAR 


Industry soon will turn a good part of its energies to 


military output. But, in the opinion of Bruce Biossat, 
NEA editorial writer, the record ought to show the kind 
of a year it's been having. 


Take the automobile industry. In the first half of 


1950, it produced 3,894,000 cars and trucks in the United 
States and Canada—a pace of about 7,800,000 vehicles a 
year. That compares with 6,533,641 turned out in 1949, 
the all-time peak year. 


Housing construction, another mainstay of the econ- 


omy, has also been smashing records. New housing starts 
for six months of 1950 total 687,000. If that rate could 
be maintained all year the 1950 output would be close 
to 1,300,000 dwellings. The all-time high, set in 1949, is 
just over 1,000,000. 


In June the index of industrial production reacl|pd a 


new postwar summit two per cent above the old peak of 
October-November, 1948, and almost exactly double the 
average of the 1935-39 period. 


Industry's profit showing tells the story even more 


strikingly. A survey of 321 companies by the Wall Street 
Journal indicates their earnings after taxes are 46.5 per 
cent higher for the second quarter of 1950 than for the 
same period last year. 
<• 


Of course we were in a mild recession during the 


first half of 1949, but earnings nevertheless weren't far 
below 1948 levels... So this year's whopping gains defin- 
itely put business well into new high ground. 


In the view of top U. S. economists, there's no ques- 


tion this record performance would continue at least 
throughout 1950— if there were to be no step-up in military 
production and no new taxes. 


But the need for partial mobilization changes the out- 


look sharply. Taxes will cut into profits more deeply, and 
civilian output in many lines is sure to be curtailed. 


Yet whatevei the final yearly totals, the meaning of 


this first half of 1950 shouldn't be lost on us. Industry's 
performance is dramatic notice to doubters the world over 
that American economy is tremendously strong, brim- 
ming with vitality, growing with the country. 


It's obviously too vigorous to succumb to the kind of 


government controls we've had to date, no matter what the 
merits of some restrictions may be. And it's far too potent 
to fit the pat Communist picture of a U. S. capitalism 
•lowly crumbling from its own internal weaknesses. 


Actually it's the greatest civilian production machine 


the world has ever seen. Potentially it's the greatest 
war production machine in history, if it should ever have 
to become that.

Korean War Gives EGA New 
Role-Emphasis Put on Military 


BT PETER EDSON

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—An entirely new rote tor the Marshall 


Plan Economic Co-operation Administration is emerging as a 


result of the Korean war. For Its first two and a half years, ECA's 
main job has been to build up the civilian economy of western Europe. 
It has concentrated on building up. European productive capacity and 
ioreign trade position. 


But now that international communism has shown it* Teal hand and 
its intent to settle things by shooting, instead of by propaganda, 
Europe will have to step up its arms production. 


ECA's goal up to now has been to bring Europe's exports and Imports 


into balance by June, 1952. This would make Europe more or less 
self-sustaining and reduce its need for dollars. That done, the Marshall 
Plan could be liquidated. 


If Europe is forced to go in for greater arms production, however, 


that picture will be changed. It will have to curtail its production of 
consumer goods for export. That will cut down its dollar-earning 
capacity. And the dollar gap, instead of closing, will open wide again. 


As a matter of fact, EGA has been shifting some of its effort from 


civilian to military production, during the past few months. In the 
original European military assistance program requested by President 
Truman a year ago, there was an item of $155,000,000 to help increase 
European arms production. This was cut out in the Senate, for'reasons 
that were never quite clear. 


Anyway, defense planners hit' on another means of achieving the 


same end, through EGA. A fund of £100,000,000 was set up for what 
became known as AMP—'Additional Military Production. 


»TTHE way this fund was. handled was that if—say, a Swedish anti- 
•*• aircraft gun manufacturer needed additional machine tools to 
carry out a contract, the EGA-AMP group would 8*6 that the necessary 
priorities were given to insure delivery. 


One other development which is giving ECA « bigger role In the 


European rearmament picture is the possible use of what are known 
as "counterpart funds" to increase arms production. 


When U. S. Marshall Plan supplies are furnished European countries, 


they are sold by their governments through private trade channels. 
Each country takes payment in its local currency, add ttiiS money 
goes into the counterpart fund. 


ECA has a control over *ow these funds are spent. In the main, 


they have been channeled into increasing the productive capacity f«r 
needed civilian supplies. From here on out, a greater proportion of 
these counterpart funds will be employed to increase European arms 
production. , 


Still another shift in ECA policy has been to increase its mission! 


In southeast Asia, so as to help prepare that area against Com-' 
munist aggression. Money for this effort has come from $150,000,000 
originally allocated for the China mainland, but unspent there because 
of the Red conquest of Nationalist China. Congress has authorized 
spending of these funds in the general area of China. 


Thus while there has been some Inclination to write off the Marshall 


Plan and bury it as a dead duck, since the Korean war broke out, the 
real story seems to be that it will merely change the character of the 
job that EGA has been doing. 
ECA has built up confidence in Europe a&d It hat » good reputation 
in Washington, amqng other government agendes. 


Administrator Hoffman has stuck to his original' idea that ECA 


should be liquidated on time, at the end of its four-year span of life. 
Any premature killing off of the agency, however, or slashing of ltd 
funds because of the Korean war, might have ft oisavtrotis effect.
